Sunflowers For Silage Prove to be 
Unqualified Success 

_ A company has been formed, with 
headquarters at Prince Albert, Sask., 
for the construction of silos. From 
the name of the company—the Sun- 
flower Silage Company—it can be in- 
ferred that farmers in the district are 
Breatly interested in this crop and it 
is believed that there will be a great 
impetus to the production in North- 
¢rn Saskatchewan of what is prov- 
ing to be one of the most prolific 
fodder plants known, 

The Prince Albert district is am- 
ong the first to put into. practical 
use the results which have been 
learned on the experimental farms of 
western Canada and the United States 
with reference to the growing of sun- 
flowers for ensilage purposes. The 
use of ensilage in the corn belt is 
well known and has without doubt 
contributed largely to the great pros- 
perity and the high prices of lands 
which exist today. The more nor- 
therly regions of Montana, Saskatch- 
ewan and Alberta have- long felt the 
necessity for some cheap green win- 
ter fodder, and it has been with this 
object in view that the experimental 
stations at Bozeman, Montana, Sas- 
katoon, Edmonton and the Canadian 
Pacific railway lands department at 
Strathmore, Alberta, have been carry- 
ing on experiments and feeding tests 
with sunflower silage. : 

The growing of sunflowers for this 
pufpese has proved an unqualified 
success, the yield of sunflowers great- 
ly exceeding the tonnage of corn. In 
1919, at Strathmore, Alberta, the sun- 
flower crop made a growth of four 
teen feet and yielded 34.6 tons to the 
acre, in comparison with 14 tons of 
corn, and 7 tons of peas and oats, all 
grown under the same conditions, Re- 
ports from Montana give yields with | 
an average rainfall from 20 to 30 tons | 


per acre. Last winter at Scott, Sask. 
the ration showed a profit of about 
$10 per head more than those fed un- 
der similar conditions without 
flower silage.

often without a realization in dollars, 
and cents a single dream of her life. 
All this she does for the sake of get- 
ting things done and as she goes to 
bed at night assured of just one 
thing—that it all must be done over 
again tomorrow. What she cooked 
today is taten by night. What she 
washed and ironed is ready for the 
tubs again by the end of the week.”

A vote of the Ratepayers to authorise the Board of the District to borrow by 
Debenture Issue the sum of $10,000. 00 is to be taken on Monday, June 21st. 1920 
. This is important to you. Your attention is directed, therefore, to the following facts: 


1. Why is additional borrowing necessary? 


Based upon what were considered reliable estimates, the first debenture issue was for $15,000.00. 
The Hospital is now completed according to the original plan with very few extras, but owing to the 
Increased cost of building materials the cost of ereetion and equipment will be at least $23,000.00 
This means that in order to erect and equip the Hospital as originally planned an - additional sum of 


$8,000.00 is required. ~ 


The Board has been requested to provide accommodation for infectious and venerial diseases and 


it is estimated that to provide this accommodation a further sum of $2,000.00 is required. These two 


requirements make up the total of the $10,000.00 which it is now proposed to borrow. 


“2. Why is “borrowin gs by way of Debenture Issue the best 
in the interest of the Ratepayers? 


The above payments must be met either by way of a Debenture Issue or out of the current year’s 
revenue. If borrowed by Debenture Issue the debt will be spread over a period of ten years and the increase in 
the annual rate will not be more than one-third of a cent per acre. 


If paid out of current yeax’s 
revenue the increase will be two and two-thirds cents per acre. 


3. Points to be remembered when voting. 


(a) If the plebiscite does. not earry, the Hospital cannot be opened untill the money is raised bey 
taxation. 

(b) If the plebiscite is carried the tax rate for 1920 will be approximately four and one-third ceats 
per acre but if lost and the full amount of $10,000.09 is to be raised in the current year the tax rate 
will be approximately six and two-thirds cents per acre. 

(c) If the plebiscite is carried the debt will be spread over ten years whereas if itis lost it means that 
in order to pay the contractors it must be raised in the current year. This means that if the plebis- 
cite is lost the ratepayer will have to pay for the full amount this year and should he in the beginnig 
of next year sell his property he will have paid the full cost of the benefit, nine-tenths of which 
should have been borne by the purchaser. | 

(d) The total Debenture debt of the district if the plebiseite is carried will be only $25,000.00 which 
secured by such a large District is only sound finance. 

(e) In order that the plebiscite may carry it is necessary that two-thirds of the ratepayers voting 
should vote in favor.

B. Cc. Fishermen Say One Will Eat 
50 Pounds of Fish 
A Day 

Large numbers of sea lions on the 
British Columbia coast, which destroy 
annually vast quantities of food fish 
may be slaughtered and their hides 
placed on the market to reduce the 
world’s feather shortage. The pro- 
posal, first put forward by Premier 
Oliver, has the approval of many ex- 
perienced fisherman.

Saskatchewan Department of Agricul- 
ture Issues Favorable 
Report 
Crop reports prepared by the stat- 
istics branch of the Saskatchewan de- 
partment of Agriculture make satis- 
factory reading, and conditions gén= 
erally throughout the province indi- 
cate that the 1920 crop has got away 
to a good start, and given favorable 
weather, should result in a good yield. 
Damage by high winds varies from 
zero to 10 percent. The greatest 
damage from this cause having occur- 
red in the central and southwest dis- 
trict. In practically all cases where 
wheat was blown out, it is being re- 

seceded to oats and flax, 

Many large districts, however, re- 
port no damage, and the bountiful 
rains of May 25 and 26 are responsi- 
ble for this situation. 

While grasshoppers are reported to 
be hatching out in the southeast and 
central districts, they have as yet 
done no damage. They are small at 
present and in some localities are re- 
ported thick. .

Kill Weeds With Salt 


Three Days’ Application Will Pene- 


trate to the Roots 

Strong growing weeds with elabor- 
ate roots are often difficult to kill. 
sometimes they cannot be lifted with- 
out damage to adjoining plants; yet 
to cut off the surface foliage and to 
leave the roots in the ground is no 
good at all. After this the weed may 
grow more vigorously than ever. 

Any weed may be killed in this way. 
Cut off the top growth down to the 
ground. Then scoop our the centfal 
stalk As much as possible and fill the 
little cavity with salt. If possible, do 
this in dry weather. When-~rain oc- 
curs and the salt dissolves, quickly 
place a fresh amount om the root, At 
the end of three days (if the salt has 


s not been: washed away) it will have 


penetrated to every part of the root 
and the weed will never give any 
more trouble. 


The Cheapest Thing in the World 

The cheapest thing in the world is 
good paint—no matter what it costs. 
The Dutch say: “Good paint costs 
nothing.” This means that the paint, 
in conserving valuable materials, 
saves far: more than it costs. 

It follows that all woodwork should 
be painted to prevent! decay; all steel 
or iron work should be painted to 
prevent rust; and concrete surfaces 
should be painted to prevent chipping 
and dampness and discoloration.

Winners of Essay Contest 


Prizes for Best Letter From Settlers 
To Director of Publicity 
Are Awarded 

Last November, Hon, J. A, Calder, 
minister of immigration and coloniz- 
ation, authorized a competition in 
which settlers in Canada were invited 
to tell their experiences in the form 
of a letter to the director of publicity 
of the department, but that letters 
should be written with a view to in- 
teresting new settlers who decided to 
locate in Canada, the first prize being 
$75, the second $50 and the third $25. 
The competition closed in February 
lost and brought 1,078 entries. After 
nearly three months’ careful study of 
‘the contributions, the judges have an- 
founced the following western sett- 
lers. as prize winners, to whom 
cheques for the amounts of their 
prizes have. been. mailed:

A Barrel Post Office 


Odd Way to Send Letters, But Serves 
A Useful Purpose 

The “simplest post 
world” is said to be located on the 
I. sharé.of the Strait of Magellan, where 
it collects and distributes mail for the 
benefit ‘of seamen on vessels passing 
through the strait. No postmaster or 
postmistress officiates here, nor can 
one buy a postage stamp or ask intel- 
ligent questions about the probable 
length of time before your letter will 
be delivered. In fact, it is without of- 
ficials, postmen, stamps, scales, post- 
marks, or any other visible attribute 
of an ordinary post office. The ves- 
sels that make use of it know where 
it is, and look for a certain high cliff 
from whose top a long chain hangs to 
the bottom, with a barrel attached. 
This is the post office. The vessel 
stops, a boat is lowered, and the post 
office visited. Very likely there will 
be a number of letters, left there by 
other vessels passing through the 
strait. and addressed to scamen on 
vessels that were sooner or Jater like- 
ly to pass that way.

The average price of lean cattle,

There appears to 
be an opening for quite a business in 
this line if Canada can spare growing 
stock at a price that will pay French 
herdsmen to fatten them. The time 
to send them across extends from 
February to April; a few might be ac- 
cepted. some seasons as late as May 
or the first of June. Pasturage com- 
mences there right after the middle 
of February, and the first lots are 
ready for market by May 15. Those 
not disposed of then are mostly kept 
over until the middle of November, 
when fat stock sales are held. 

It appears from the communication 
received that the herdsmen will not 
buy on speculation or recommenda- 
tion. They want to see what they 
are buying. How this will affect 
prospective transactions remains to 
be seen as someone will have to as- 
sume the risk. 

The report says there is a very 
strong prejudice against frozen or 
cold storage meats in France, which 
apparently cannot be removed. It is 
anticipated that France will need to 
import beef cattle for at least five 
years. The principal supplies at pres- 
ent are being drawn from the repart- 
ments of La Manche, Mayenne, and 
the Loire, where extensive breeding is 
carried on.

The breeding of pure bred stock in{ prices realized. | 


the West may be considered a com- 
paratively new industry, for ‘t is not 


long since the days when quantity 


was the idea uppermost in a rancher’s* 


mind, and quality in his animals re- 
ceived but very little consideration. 
This was in the epoch of the huge 
ranches, but with settlement and the 
introduction of other and more inten- 
sive methods of agriculture and stock- 
raising, much attention has been paid 
to the quality of the animal raised, 
rather than raising huge herds, with 
the result that the stock of the west- 
ern provinces is becoming known 
wherever interest is taken in the 
maintenance of herds of prime quality 
In the western provinces breeders 
have always had the active co-opera- 
tion of the various governments; who, 
by an aggresive campaign of propa- 
ganda, the institution and work of 
experimental farms and_ intelligent 
distribution of high-grade animals in 
the stock-raising districts have striv- 
en to elevate the quality of the animal 
bred and eliminate those of the lower 
grade. 

The results of this intelligent co- 
operation are becoming more evident 
every day. Pure bred stock farms are 
now as common throughout the west 
as were the ranches of the old days, 
and the demand for their product is 
increasing and covering a large area. 
Each year many animals are purchas- 
ed by American farmers at the annual 
sales throughout the West and huge 


Australians are ete 
thusiastic over Canadian pure bred 
cattle. Recently a herd of Holsteins 
were shipped to the Antipodes as an 
experiment, and so great was the de- 
mand that*they could have been sold 
several times over. The outlook for 
export in this direction is so bright 
that a further herd of twenty-four 
head has been shipped from Vancow- 
ver, and it is confidently expected that 
a regular export business in Canadian 
pure bred stock wil! be maintained 
with Australia. 

Holstein stock was first introduced 
into Canada from England, and now 
it is found necessary to introduce 
fresh blood for the revival of British 
stock. Canada, where the breed has 
arrived at such a high state of per- 
fection, has been chosen for this ims 
portant re-supply, and a special dis- 
pensation will be granted to permit 
the introduction, as the government 
does not permit the entry of live cate 
tle into the country. 

British Columbia has also supplied 
the Hawaiian Island with its first 
pure bred stock when, a short time 
ago, a consignment of Holsteins and 
Jerseys went to the stockmen of 
Kahalui, Island of Maui. A clear rea- 
lization of the importance of high 
quality, with intelligent 
breeding and the active co-operation
